Howard will be tried at this tern 
ui tne Circuit Court for the murde 
xA Governor Wm.

As announced in our last i sue, 
the new City Council held an ad- 
journed meeting last Tuesday 
night. 

The meeting was called to order 
by the new Mayor, Col. Jouett Hen- 
ry, who then delivered his inaugu- 
ral address. His policy is conser- 
vative in some points and progress- 
aive in others, and is briefly out- 
lined aa follows: 

He does not believe in an open 

and unrPMtrained violation of the 

Sabbath or the existenceof demor- 
alizing vices, but an enforcement of 
law and order; the time has arrived 
when the city should not depend for 
iti prosperity on the uncertainty ot 
crops, but we should branch out, 
get out of the beaten track and seek 
and encourage|capital, offer induce- 
ments for manufacturing plants; 
the public schools, being an impor- 
tant factor in our growth and ad- 
vancement, should be fostered and 
kept up to their high standard; no 
halt made in opening up and devel 
oping streets; the city should own 
its own electric plant: extension of 
water mains so as to afford protec- 
tion from fire to remote sections; 
wants an electric system of fire 
alarms and the maintenance of an 
adequate fire department; an in- 
crease in the police force; if, as he 
has been informed, the city furnishes 
about nine-tenths of the prisoners 
confined in the work-house and 
pays five-eighteenths of the ex- 
penses, deriving nopecuinary bene- 
fits, then the city should work its 
prisoners on the streets. 

The Mayor then announced the 
following standing committees: 

Finance and Purchasing— Gal- 
brcath, Whitlow, Duncau; street 
and sidewalks, West, DavisGlast* ; 
Water and Lights— Whitlow, Gal 
breath, Jackson; Fire Department 
—Jackson, West, Glass; Cemetery- 
Davis, West, Galbreath; Building 
Permits— Duncan, Jackson, Glass; 
Grievances — Galbreath. Duncan, 
Whitlow; Workhouse— Davis. 

The report of John T. Edmunds, 
retiring Treasurer, was received 
and adopted. 

The bank balance of ^9,011.54 
was transferred to A. W. Wood, the 
the new Treasurer.
